Per Cent Increase. 


Automobile drivers in Oakland 


and' the other bay cities took a 
larger toll of lives during the year 
just ended than ever before, ac- 
cording to statistics issued today 
from official sources. 


Ninety-six men, women and chil- 


dren were slain in Alameda county 
alone,.during 1922, as the result of 
faulty driving on the part of mo- 
torists, who in many cases, were 
themselves the victims, the records 
show. 
This was an increase of 


seven deaths over the previous 
year. 


In the four hay counties of Ala- 


meda, San Francisco, San Mateo, 
and Marin, the total of 257 auto- 
mobile fatalities was reached dur- 
ing 1922. 


In San Francisco careless auto- 


ists 
were 
responsible 
for 
124 


deaths, the largest' number for 
one year in that city's history, an 
increase of 25 per cent over the 
1921 record. 


San Mateo . county reported 
28 


automobile fatalities 
(luring the 


year, which was an increase of 
four more than in 1S21, while in 
Marin county there were nine such 
deaths, which was also an increase 
of four. 


Ten years ago automobile fatali- 


ties in San Francisco averaged 25 
a year. 
At that time they were 


spproximate.ly equal to the number 
of deaths due to street car acci- 
dents. 
During- the past decade 


there has been virtually no in- 
crease in the number 'of -fatal 
street car accidents, but automo- 
bile d«aths have steadily increased 
to the present record of 124 for 
one year.

day are-mailing to taxpayers who 
made similar returns for the year 
1921 form 1040^A for filing indi- 
vidual returns of net income of 
$3600 or less for the year 1922. 
The ,fbrm is In six pages, two of 
which provide for the return prop- 
er, and two for making a duplicate 
of the return. Two pages are de- 
voted to instructions. 


The duplicate and the instruction 


pages should be detaehed and re- 
tained by the taxpayer, and the 
original return mailed to the col- 
lector for the district in which 
the taxpayer lives or has his prin- 
cipal place of business. 


.Form 1040 for filing returns of 


net income .in excess of $5000 soon 
will be issued and mailed to taxpay- 
ers who filed similar' returns for 
3921. 
The filing period is from 


January 3 to March 15, 1923. 


To avoid errors which may result 


to their disadvantage, taxpayers are 
advised by the bureau of internal 
revenue to study carefully the in- 
structions on the forms, especially 
those with regard to credits for 
personal exemptions and depend- 
ents. 


HARRIED PERSONS. 


Married 
persons 
required 
to 


make a return on form 1040-A— 
those whose net income was J5000 
or less—are allowed an exemption 
of S2500. The exemption for mar- 
ried persons whose net income was 
in excess of $5000 is $2000. 


. The exemption for single persons 
is $1000. 
Also, whether married 


or single, the taxpayer is allowed 
a credit of $400 for each person 
dependent upon him for chief sup- 
port, if such pereoh is under IS 
years of age or incapable of self- 
support because mentally or phy- 
sically defective. 


The requirement to file a return

income is not taxable, does not 
nullify the requirement to tile a 
return of the income equals or 
exceeds these specified amounts.

Chilblain, which-1 described .the 


other day, may be considered first 
degree frostbite. If blistering oc- 
curs, that constitutes second degree 
frostbite. If deeper tissues are de- 
stroyed, so that ulceration follows,. 
that is third degree frostbite. TheJ 
classificationls the same as that of 
burns. Chilblain is comparable with 
ordinary sunburn which amounts i.' 
reddening and itching or tender-- 
ness. A frostbitten 
cheek, ear, 


finger or toe rather resembles a' 
burn by an acid. Freezing of an 
entire extremity amounts to fan- 
grene or death of the iro^en tissues. 


When an ear or cheek"or finger is 


frostbitten the skin turns pale or 
white, noticeably so by contrast 
with the red or flushed skin around 
the frostbitten spot, and sensation 
is lost in tlv #faite area. Usually 
this means 
'!h of at least the 


cuticle, wh«a& will later peel from 
the frostbitten spot. Sometimes the 
injury is deeper and blistering fol- 
lows. This calls for the best obtain- 
able surgical care, as it is a serious 
condition and likely to leave bad 
scars unless carefully treated. 


For ordinary frostbite, seek a 


comfortable, but not hot place out 
ot the cold, if possible. Gently 
Knead or massage the whitened be- 
numbed part. Do not overdo this 
rubbing, for it' is exceedingly bad 
treatment to rub off the skin with 
excessive friction. 1C clean snow is . 
available, the kneading may be 
started with some snow, but one 
dose of snow is^ample—not more 
than a hair of the dog that bitea 
you. 
The skin may be frozen with 


a little too much snow. The mas- 
sage or kneading should cease the 
instant a pinlc color returns to the 
pale area. Should this fail' to occur 
after a few moments of massage, 
it is well to use some oil or cold 
cream to avoid injurious friction 
and continue the massage gently 
for an hour or more if necessary. 


Dermatitis congelationis, as we 


doctors ponderously call frostbite 
(for which we should be fined a 
dollar per syllable), tends to recur 
even on slight exposure as com- - 
pared ..with the original exposure, 
and persons who have once been 
frostbitten must exercise great care 
to prevent recurrence. 


In severer degrees of fro^thifp nr 


freezing-, stimulation of the nervous 
system and circulation becomes an 
important first aid measure, for 
drowsiness or mental dullness and 
slowing of the circulation are usu- 
ally features. The administration ot 
hot coffee or tea is probably the 
best thing for this purpose. Mas- 
sage or general rubbing of the 
body, toward the heart, aids the 
torpid circulation. A little whisky 
or brandy is about the most deadly 
taing- one can give in these circum- 
stances. The frozen extremity or 
digits should be handled only with 
the utmost care, or rather should 
not be. handled at all save in an 
aseptic manner, as one would deal 
with an open wound. It is best to 
apply a bit of sterile petrolatum or 
any surgically c'«an ointment, some 
gauze, cotton, and bandage to pro- 
tect the frozen member until medi- 
cal treatment can be had. 


In some cases of annoying recur- 


ring chilblains or frostbite, a few 
mild x-ray treatments have given 
great relief.

"The power of expression is a 


noble thing.and it is nothing short 
of a crime to use it ignobly. There 
is such a. great difference between 
ScrdiJnccS Tviiicli .rcVcls ii\ ilsoU, 
and sordidness -presented as a 
i. ians of at least partially elim- 
inating the e.vils therein. , Let us 
take two concrete examples: • The 
Shiek' plays-on sex emotions; sen- 
sationalism erninates from every 
part of it. 'The House of'Bondage' 
exposes certain sex-eyjls; It ij not 
meant to divert or entertain. It ia 
meant to open people's eyes to' a 
most horrible social evil. The lat- 
ter is a 'forbidden' book. It is "re- 
volting. The former is masticated 
in huge gulps by.the majority, and 
tolerated by all.

"It is because' of the, universal 


inability of the nlasses to distin- 
guish between the true- essences of 
•good' and 'bad' that a stable liter- 
ary foundation tS essential to the 
growing mind. Someone once said: 
'I think we should^ treat our; minds 
as innocent and ingenious cljiildrea 
whose guardians we are—be care- 
ful what objects and what subjects- 
we thrust .upon them.' This1 point, 
in pertaining to immaturity, .cannot 
be too strongly'emphasized.
